WASHINGTON, Feb. 21— 


(AP)—The $258,000,000 rev- 
enue bill was passed today by 
the house after a. republican 
move to reduce the 3-cent 
first class postage rate to 2 
cents was defeated 272 to 132. 


Now the senate gets this 


measure for strengthening 
the tax laws. 


The main purpose of the meas- 
ure is to prevent tax avoidance by 
wealthy persons.

By a revision of the income rate 
structure, persons of snjall incomes 
are benefited, and those in high- 
er brackets are levied on more 
heavily than at present.

16 democrats and 4

GRIPS ATLANTIC 
SEABOARD CITIES 


Score Dead; Many Towns 


Isolated; Traffic 


Is Impeded. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Cold that knifed to the marrow 
staggered the east Wednesday as 
it strove to shake off paralysis 
caused by the "worst blizzard since 
"88." At least 25 persons lay dead, 
struck down by the storm.' 
Many towns-were still practical- 
ly isolated, transportation systems 
crawled at a snail's pace in num- 
erous spots, and whistling winds 
imperilled shipping. 
The mercury 
plunged toward zero, and the cold 
glazed the land with ice, harden- 
ing snowdrifts that impeded traf- 
fic.No immediate relief was in sight. 
The frigid 
wave extended as far 
south as Florida. 
New England, hardest hit by the 
slashing 60-mile gale, was still 
buried in many places under snow 
drifts 6 to 12 feet deep. There 
were at least rune dead there, 10 
in New York City, and six in Penn- 
sylvania.

Adler, publisher of the Davenport, 
la., Times and head of the Lee 
Syndicate of newspapers, was at- 
tacked by two men in a hotel cor- 
ridor today in an apparent 
at- 


tempt at kidnaping. 
Slugged twice over the head and 


ear, Adler dodged the full effect 
of the blows and ran down the 
corridor from his room, eluding 
his assailants. One of them was 
captured by police. 


Trunk Linked To Plot. 


In the room next to Adler's, de- 
tectives found a large trunk in 
which air holes bad been poked. 
They said it was apparent the two 
men intended to lock Adler in the 
trunk and have him carried out. 
The publisher was here to at- 


tend a meeting of the Inland Daily 
Press association and was staying" 
in a comer room 'on the fifth 
story of the Morrison hotel at 
Clark, and Madison streets. 
The two men had moved -from 
another fifth floor room to that 
adjoining Adler's. 


At 7:30 a. m. today, Mr. Adler 
stepped from his room, locked the 
door and suddenly the two men 
jumped from the next door and 
slugged him with blackjacks. 
So 


severe were the blows that several 
stitches had to be taken. Never- 
theless Adler broke away from the 
pair^and summoned help.

The railroad managers simply in- 
formed the president they were go- 
ing to get together with the labor 
executives here in March.

HIS KIDNAPERS 


Torture at Hands of Ab- 


ductors Related By 
Chicago Speculator. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 21— </F) —John 
"Jake the Barber" Factor pointed 
an accusing finger at three Touhy 
gansters today and said they were 
the men who kidnaped him for $70,- 
000 ransom. 
Factor, testifying at the second 
trial of Roger Touhy. Albert Kator 
and Gustav ShaefeT, picked out the 
defendants one by one as he told of 
the abuse and terror of his twelve 
days' captivity, 
Factor related how he was kid- 
naped as he drove away from a 
roadhouse last July 1, naming 
Shaefer. Basil Banghart and the 
late Willie Sharkey as three of the 
gang who forced him into their car, 
and took him to a Touhy hideaway 
house in suburban Glenview. 
Factor again referred gratefully 
to Isaac Costner, described in the 
last trial as "the good man." 
On 
various occasions. Factor said, Cost- 
ner protected him from others of 
the kidnaping ring who were more 
cruel. 
Tells Of Torture. 


While ransom negotiations were 
slow, Factor said, one of his captors 
kicked him in the stomach, and lat- 
er threatened to put a blow torch 
to his feet. 
They ordered him to get a half 
million dollars for his release, he 
said, and told him: "You're going to 
get the money or well blow out your 
brains." 
"Kator snapped some scissors at 
my head." Factor said, "and said he 
was going to cut off an ear and 
send it to my wife." 
He saw Kator when his bandages 
were changed, during the first night 
of his captivity, he said. He saw 
Touhy when, after he had been held 
for four days in a farmhouse, 
he 
was allowed to write a letter to his 
wife, urging her to raise the ran- 
som.Banghart and Costner were ar- 
rested several days ago in Baltimore, 
but are not on trial with their for- 
mer pals. Costner has turned state's 
evidence in the present trial against 
the others.

Since 1929. 


Although 
Nebraska's 
livestock 


population is 1.7 per cent smaller 
than a year ago, the total value in- 
creased 7.6 per cent during 193i 
marking the first upturn in values 
since 1929. 
In his annual January 1 livestock 
report, £. V. Jones, assistant state 
and federal agricultural statistician, 
Wednesday said Nebraska's livestock 
is valued at $130,179,000 compared 
with $121,027,000 
a year ago and 
$147,251.000 in 1932. 
More Cattle Raised. 


The valuation of all livestock buc 
cattle increased during 1933. Cattle 
were the only farm animals to show 
an Increase in numbers. Hogs, sheep, 
horses and mules decreased in num- 
bers during the year. But while cat- 
tle were increasing from 3,326,000 on 
January 1. 1933 to 3,460,000 January 
1. 1934. their value was decreasing 
from $18.80 per head to $17.94. for a. 
total value at present of $62,070.000. 
Of the cattle on hand. 765.000 


were milk cows, against 735.000 a 
year ago. Milk cows have shown a 
gradual increase since 1929. Their

CHICAGO, Feb. 21—(AP) 


—Charles G. Dawes, former 
republican vice president of 
the United States, asserted to- 
day that he saw "continued 
better conditions" ahead for 
business and industry of the 
nation and that he predicted 
this belief on a feeling that 
President, Roosevelt 
would 


carry through his announced 
plan for a balanced budget hi 
1936. 


General Dawes made this, his 
first utterance on national affairs 
in more than two years, in an ad- 
dress before the Association of 
Commerce at noon. 


Before he spoke, he asked that it 
be made clear that he meant in no 
way to criticise the president. 
"This is no time for politics," he 
said bluntly. 


"In my judgment," said Dawes, 
"we are facing continued better 
conditions in business and industry 
in this country. I predicate this 
'chiefly upon my belief that the 
i president will carry through his an- 
| nounced program of a balanced na- 
I tional budget m 1936. 


Will Withstand Pressure. 


"I believe he will withstand the 
tremendous political pressure upon 
him to continue emergency ex- 
penditures after emergencies have 
passed. 
"He does not strike one as a man 
who is afraid." 


The former vice president, now 
head of the City National Bank & 
Trust Co.. said he had been study- 
ing business data for a month in 
preparation for this public pro- 
nouncement and had worked until 
3 a. m., today upon the figures he 
had gathered. 


Returning to the budget discus- 
sion, General Dawes said: 
"That balanced budget program, 
and that only, will insure that gan- 
eral confidence in the stability and 
soundness 
of our 
governmental 
fiscal system and condition which 
is necessary to maintain the pres- 
ent revival in business and the en- 
suing prosperity."

The mean temperature or 31. a 


degrees was 9.6 degrees higher 
than the long-time average, 
and 


has been exceeded only four times 
since 1876. 
It was 1.4 degrees 


lower than January 1933. 
The temperatures were evenly 


divided in the various parts of 
the state. Maximum readings ex- 
ceeded 60 degrees in all but four 
of the northwest 
counties, and 


reached 70 in four counties in the 
southern tier. There were no zero 
readings in the southwestern di- 
vision, and only one in the western 
counties, while the most of the 
rest of the state experienced min- 
imum temperatures ranging from 
13 degrees' to zero. 
Precipitation was only half nor- 


mal, 
Mr. Blair reported, ranging 


from 35 per cent in the central 
division to 91 per cent in the 
northwestern division. 
"The average snowfall was less 
than three inches," he ' reported, 
"with a few northern sections get- 
ting all of the way from five to 
ten and a half inches, and some 
of the central and southern coun- 
ties receiving less than one inch." 
"Some winter wheat was dam- 


aged during the month, because 
of the drifting of top soil," 
he 


said. In all, the month was favor- 
able for stock on the ranges, and 
for farm and construction work, 
the report indicated.

was announced the appointment of 
"an unpaid, non-partisan capitol 
commission." 


Here is a brief chronology of the 
building since then: 


Commission Met 1919. 


The first meeting of the commis- 
sion was May 9, 1919. At its third 
meeting, June 24, 1919, Thomas R. 
Kimball. Omaha architect and the 
president of the American Institute 
of Architects, was namel as its 
professional advisor. 
Under plans 
prepared by Mr. Kimball, and 
ac- 
cepted in September, 1919, two arch- 
itectural judgments were held. The 
preliminary 
competition 
for Ne- 
braska architects was finished De- 
cember 2,1919. and the final nation- 
wide contest June 26,1920. 


In April, 1922, the contract 
for 


! the foundation of the new capitol 
was signed. April 15 ground-break- 
ing ceremonies took place. Construc- 
tion of the first section began in 
July, and November 11, the corner- 
stone was laid amid impressive cer- 
monies. 


Bertram Grosvenor Goodhue, New 
York, architect of the capitol, died 
April 24, 1924. The following sum- 
mer a contract was signed with his 
junior 
partners 
and successors, 


Mayers. Murray and Philip, to com- 
plete the building. State off ices were 
moved into finished portions of the 
new structure in December. 


Tower Built 1928. 


Construction of the second sec- 
tion began in May. 1925; the tower, 
or third section, in February, 1928, 
and the west wing, or fourth sec- 
tion, in July, 1930. The exterior of 
the tower was finished in Septem- 
ber. 1930. 
In September, 1932, contracts for 
terracing and sodding the 7-acre 
lawn, and for installation of an 
acre of sidewalks, drives and retain- 
ing walls were let. Last month con- 
tracts for the first part of the 
landscap'n? were signed.

Cause of Accidents 


Is Loss of Visual' 
Function, Welch Says 


Loss of visual function due to 


extreme tiredness was blamed for 
tne many automobile accidents by 
Dr. H. S. Welch in speaking be- 
fore the regular monthly meeting 
of the Southeastern District of the 
Nebraska Association of Optomet- 
rists 
in 
the 
Cornhusker 
hotel 
Tuesday evening. The meeting was 
presided over by Dr. Leo G. Miller. 


"As proof of the fact that it is 
loss of visual function due to tired- 
ness that causes accidents," Dr. 
Welch said, "you have only to ex- 
amine the police records and see 
that most of the .accidents occur 
right after working hours or around 
midnignt. Early in the morning, 
drivers speed to work just as fast 
as 
they go home at night, but 
there are few accidents. When they 
are tired after a day's work their 
vision fails them in case of an 
emergency. The co-ordination of 
the eyes with the other functions 
of the body necessary to drive a 
car are so badly shattered under a 
general fatigue of the nervous sys- 
tem that car drivers should be ex- 
tremely cautious and avoid fast 
driving or taking any chances dur- 
ing tnese hours of the day." 


Dr. N. C Morrison of Fairbury 


told the group that the only ani- 
mal life having binocular 
vision 
was man and that the nearest to 
him 
came the 
monkey 
family, 
which had binocular vision 
at 


times. Dr. Morrison explained "bin- 
ocular vision" to mean seeing with 
both eyes at the same time. 


"All other animals see with each 
eye separately," he declared, "and 
that is why birds turn their heads 
to one side when they look in the 
sky or directly to the ground. Your 
pet dog when he wants to look in- 
telligent turns his head a little to 
one side, because he has to look 
with one eye at a time. Animals 
ar-e lacking in one sense of vision 
that man has, and that is stero- 
soopic vision, or the ability to ac- 
curately judge distance. One must 
have steroscopic vision to be able 
to teH how far away an object is 
from you with any degree of cer- 
tainty."

Esther E. Nelson and her father 
and mother.

000 damages against the Federal 
Trust Co. and the Federal Credit Co.

a judgment in 


District court directing drainage 
district No 1 to increase the ca- 
pacity of its drainage canal af- 
fecting 6,000 acres of the 31,000 
acres included in the district. 
Capacity Increased. 


In affirming the judgment how- 


ever, the Supreme coftrt modified 
the 
lower court's decree, 
from 


which both plaintiff and defend- 
ant had appealed The Supreme 
court ordered that the capacity 
of the drainage canal be increased 
from 8*40 cubic feet per second 
to 20,000. instead of the 11.500 
cubic feet ordered by the 
lower 


court. 
Constitutionality of the act was 
contested by the drainage district 
Itself, on trie ground that the act 
vested both judicial and adminis- 
trative powers in the courts. Trie 
district admitted that it has the 
right and power to increase the 
_^^tity of its canal, but denied 
^naWt'was duty bound to do so. 


The tush court found this ar-

While the inspectors were going 


over the room, Adler noticed a man 
walking along toward them. 
Suddenly Adler yelled "Get that 


man!" 
The suspect, whom he recognized 


as one of the attackers, turned and 
raced away, but was caught by 
House Detective Michael Colligan. 
He was taken to the first district 
police station. 
Suspect From New York. 


The suspect told the police he 
and his companion had driven here 
from New York in a coupe. The 
trunk bore the initials "B. M. K. 
Pittsburgh." 
The man captured later identi- 


fied 
himself 
as 
Charles 
Clyde 
Phillips, 29, of New York, and told 
police he lived on 102nd street. He 
also gave the name of a New York 
hotel 
(McAlpin) as his address, 


but refused to reveal the identity 
of his companion. 
After receiving first aid atten- 
tion for his wounds, which proved 
to be of a minor nature except for 
a cut over one ear that necessitated 
several stitches, Adler gave a com- 
plete account of the attack. 
Warned at Davenport. 


He said the 
first 
blow was a 
glancing one, but that he was 
stunned by the second one and fell 
to the floor. However, he quickly 
jumped to his feet and ran down 
the corridor while his assailants 
sped away in the opposite direction. 


Before accompanying police and 
Phillips to the state's attorney's 
office, Adler recalled that he had 
been warned before leaving Daven- 
port Sunday that two men were 
following him but had given it no 
(further thought until today. 
As he was purchasing his rail- 
road ticket to St. Paul, where he 
went before coming here for the 
convention, he said a man stepped 
up to him and told him he 
hac1. 
been followed from Hickey's cigar 
store by two men and that thsy 
were then watching him from the 
station platform. 
FoUowed To St. Paul. 
Lt. William Crot said he believed 
the men followed Adler from Dav- 
enport to St. Paul and thence to 
Chicago. Hotel officials revealed the 
men had first been assigned 
to 
room 548 but at their own request 
had been transferred to room 538. 
adjoining Adler's suite, rooms 539 
and 540, in the northwest corner of 
the hotel. 
The doors of rooms 538 and 533 


are side by side1 and police said that 
Phillips must 
have been listening 
behind his door for the sound of 
Adler's exit for breakfast. 
Phillips' first story that he had 
driven here from New York three 
days ago with his unidentified com- 
panion was not believed by police. 
Permits Interviews. 


After 
being treated 
for 
his 


wounds. Adler was taken to the 
first district police station, where 
Capt. Charles Larkin. Detectives 
George Martrick and William Don- 
ovan, Leonard Hicks and E. N. 
McNamara, manager and assistant 
manager of the Morrison hotel, 
participated in a long questioning. 
The results were not made known. 


Adler, when he first 
emerged 


from the captain's office, was amid 
a group of burly policemen who 
tried, as usual, to shield him from 
photographers and newspapermen. 
But he waved their efforts aside, 
remarking: 
"I'm in the business myself, you 


know." 
Then he walked across the room 
to a point where the light was 
better and posed for numerous 
pictures.Reassures Amtcfattt 


Adler asked that the Associated 
Press convey his personal assurance 
to the various newspapers of the 
Lee syndicate that he was 
not 


seriously injured by the attack. 
His manner was jovial and, aside 
from the small bandage on his 
ear and another on top of his. 
head, he showed no signs of his 
experience. 
Police 
later 
found a second 
blackjack in Phillip* possession. It, 
was composed of a quantity of 
buckshot tied up in a hand towel. 
Phillips was carefully 
guarded 


from reporters. Police said it was 
because there was still hope of 
seizing his accomplice in the al- 
leged kidnap attempt. 
The room 


which Phillips had occupied also 
was sealed, but It had been thor- 
oughly gone over by Adler's friends

The board ~of control Wednesday 
was drafting a proposed agreement 
with the city of Lincoln for the 
construction of a water main to the 
state hospital and reformatory for 
men and connecting; those institu- 
tions to the city water system.

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SWEDISH PRINCE 
DETERMINED TO 
E4RRY ACTRESS

marry" despite" the" vigorous objec- 
tions of the Swedish King Gustav. 
hid away in London today, while 
an envoy from Sweden and detec- 
tives of Scotland Yard strove des- 
perately to find them. 
Disowned by the Swedish royal 


family in a terse news agency com- 
munique issued in Stockholm last 
night, the 27-year-old prince was 
reported today to be planning a 
private marriage to the blond and 
petite Erika Patzek at the London 
registry office. 
Royal Hopes Continued. 
Neither his father, Crown Prince 
William, nor King Gustav, however, 
has abandoned hope of halting the 
marriage of the prince to a com- 
moner. This was evident from the 
secret airplane dash to London from 
Stockholm last weekend of Count 
Folke Bernadotte. 
Two stories were current today, 
neither confirmable due to the elu- 
siveness of the prince and the young 
actress he is expected to marry. 
One said the couple eloped here 
from 
Berlin 
where the 
prince, 
known as "Herr Holger," is an as- 
sistant director in moving pictures, 
and that they were quartered at 
different hotels. Another said Miss 
Patzek is here with her father1, An- 
ton Patzek, a Berlin businessman. 
Although the prince, who is the 


duke of Uppland and second son of 
the Swedish crown prince, is un- 
derstood to have been in London 
for several days, he has not been 
seen in London's swanky west end 
where he is well known by reason 
of numerous visits in recsnt years. 


Must Surrender Titles. . 


The prince, under the present at- 
titude of the royal family, must 
surrender his title and military 
rank, 
and 
become 
plain 
"Mr. 


Bernadotte" or. if he prefers to 
adopt the name under which he is 
known in German film circles, 
"Herr Holger." 
Prince Sigvard's last job with 
UFA in Berlin was in the produc- 
tion of the film "Walzerkrieg." He 
became acquainted with the actress 
less than a year ago. 
It was further learned today a 
representative of the Swedish royal 
family went to Berlin last week to 
try to dissuade the prince from tak- 
ing a step involving a family breach, 
but that the headstrong 
young 


prince declared he was ready to 
give up everything for the actress. 
Prince Sigvard, however, struck a 


snag on finding that he could not 
procure from his homeland the doc- 
uments necessary for the marriage 
of a foreigner with a German girl 
in Berlin. It was then that they 
decided to be married in England. 
The affair parallels that of Prince 
Lennart Bernadotte, son of Prince 
William (second son of King Gus- 
tav), who was married in 1932 to 
Karin Nissavandt, daughter of a 
Stockholm industrialist. He was dis- 
owned. Later both King Gustav and 
Prince William withdrew their ob- 
jections to the marriage.

You are less than two weeks from 


the end of Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
first year as president of the united 
States.

Whether a 
king lives or dies makes little dif- 
ference except that sometimes the 
change from one king to another 
may excite communists and other 
^reds," causing unpleasant demon- 
Btrations 
France, needing Belgium as a 


buffer state, so useful in delaying 
the Germans in the big war, wor- 
ries a little about Belgian commu- 
nists. Otherwise the death of the 
good natured, friendly Belgian king 
means nothing. 


The president, telling newspapers 


what he wants done about hours 
and dajs of work and wages, says 
liberty of the press Is to go right 
ahead, but does not think there is 
any more reason to raise that ques- 
tion than there would have been to 
ask whether the 10 commandments 
would continue to operate under 
NRA 


Some little editors, struggling to 


keep alive, might suggest that tell- 
ing them what they must do in 
their own plants, with their own 
machinery and money, might be 
considered the beginning of inter- 
fering with liberty of the press. 


But government newspaper regu- 


lation will not affect little editors 
so seriously. In nine cities, with 
750,000 population or more, news- 
papers with- 75,000 circulation or 
more, will be expected to work their 
men only five days a week and not 
more than 40 hours In the five days 
That can't always be done unless 
reporting is revised, for many "as- 
signments" require more than eight 
hours, some as much as 24 hours. 


The new regulations would inter- 
est Bejamin Franklin, who was In 
the newspaper business, and Ben- 
nett, Pulitzer and Dana, also John 
Bogart and "Boss" Clark of the 
ancient days. Their Idea was to send 
a reporter out and let him stay out 
until he got what he was sent to 
get. If he had returned expecting 
to quit at the end of eight hours, 
waving a blue eagle or an NRA 
sign, he would have been told to go 
to work for NRA. But conditions 
have changed, with rapid transpor- 
tation, and telephones, since the 
days when It took as long to go 
from the city hall to the Bronx as 
it does now to go from-a New York 
airport to Miami. 


The average man who plays chess 
so wonderfully does nothing else of 
Importance, but the late Joseph 
Pulitzer was an exception. He could 
play several" games without seeing 
the board, and once crossing the 
ocean, after his sight was nearly 
gone, he walked up and down talk- 
ing to another chess expert, and as 
he passed directed his moves in a 
match with a fairly good player, to 
whom as a handicap Mr. Pulitzer 
had given his queen, before the 
game began. As he passed he would 
say to his secretary, Mr Butes, 
afterward Lord Nbrthclifrt secre- 
tary, "has he moved.

ENERAL HUGH JOHNSON'S frank appeal that 


those who have fault to find with the opera- 


tion of the NRA shall present their criticism in a 
spirit of friendly co-operation may be taken as the 
sirteere utterance of a man occupying an unpleasant 
position. There have been times when it seemed 
thtt the head of the NRA was a bellicose, cantank- 
erdkis bull in the'china shop. The very nature of his 
task made it necessary for him to adopt a blunt, bru- 
talj and dictatorial attitude. 


But these men who have been occupying key posi- 


tions in the recovery program are learning along with 
the rest of us. They have acquired a great deal oi 
invaluable wisdom and experience in the stress of 
the storm, in the buffeting of the waves, as they 
threw the ship nose on into the fury of the gale in 
an effort to ride it out. They are doing better work 
today than a few months ago. They have discovered 
that no ideal in its practical working can be perfect; 
that no country as large, as filled with diverse in- 
terests, as complicated in its social and business re- 
latibnships as America, can be measured and ruled 
by an unyielding, inflexible yardstick. 


That is the real purpose and the true significance 


of General Johnson's appeal. He is requesting in- 
formation—he is pleading for an understanding of 
the distinctive factors oi each individual line of in- 
dustry and business, and for a consideration of im- 
mediate problems within the same lines of business 
in order that they may be weighed and considered, 
that they may be allowed to prosper and to fit in 
with the general schema for revival of America.

THIS connection, it is most important that the 
purpose of the NRA be recognized. Such phases 


as the elimination of cutthroat competition, of the 
shortened work day and the shortened week, and the 
abolition of the sweat shop and child labor—at least 
some of them highly desirable—are but a means to 
an--end. We have been trying for years to abolish 
the sweat shop and to do away with child labor as a 
step in social progress, but it was achieved only 
through the medium of the NRA. But the real ob- 
jective of the plan is the rehabilitation of America 
and the American people. It is a bold and swift 
stroke in an attempted solution of the problem of 
permanent unemployment. It is an effort, to improve 
the status of those who, either through inherent phy- 
sical handicap or through the fickleness of luck, have 
failed to achieve a permanency in occupation. Nor 
should anyone given to serious thought underestimate 
the part which luck plays in success. It has made 
leaders of some men and failures of others. It has 
conferred riches upon some and poverty upon others. 


We have blinded ourselves to many things, but in 


the one particular, especially, the delusion of a land 
of opportunity has been heralded without qualifica- 
tion, although since 1900. there has been permanent 
unemployment in the United States, and since 1520 
even in the high tide of feverish industrial and busi- 
ness activity of the forepart of 1929, there were 6 
million men. the larger portion at the heads of fami- 
lies, without work. It has pleased us to refer to op- 
portunity fondly, because it is a flowing word which 
raises high hopes and dreams in the human breast 
Noi; was this unconscious deception so material unti 
the- choice, fertile lands were exhausted and it be- 
came impossible for the "failures'" to start anew in 
different surroundings.

THER countries Have faced this problem, after 


they had cast aside their swaddling clothes, and 


have attempted its solution through various methods 
In Great Britain, it was old age insurance, and un- 
employment insurance, the latter more familiarly 
known as the dole. In many countries where dem- 
ocratic ideals have not obtained the foothold the> 
have among Anglo-Saxon peoples, the challenge was 
ignored simply and no attempt made to solve it. I 
produced the explosion in Russia. It may be seen 
to the background of the Italian dictatorship, where 
Fascism, combatting communism, placed a man o 
iron will at the head of affairs. Throughout thi 
world, the troubles besetting us lodged themselves up 
on the shoulders of the other people, but here Aineri 
can ingenuity is attempting a different solution. 


We have been moving forward. The acute distress

THAT INSULIN CASE.

HERE is something radically wrong with a sys- 


tem that permits a boy of thirteen years to be 


shunted from the county to the city and from the 
city to the county because the officials of neither 
are willing to supply the medicine absolutely essen- 
tial to preserve the life of the youngster. The situa- 
tion indicates that a grave error was made in not 
combining into a single unit the health departments 
of the two bodies. 


The news story of the affair was to the effect that 


.he council gave informal consent to the health su- 
perintendent furnishing the required treatment aft- 
er, it was stated, the county had refused to continue 
doing so. Council members, it was stated, "were em- 
jhatic in their statements that it was 'the last time 
we will do anything of this kind.'" The councilmen 
ake this position on account of an agreement they 
say they made with county officials in regard to this 
class of cases some time ago. 


What most people will be interested in is what the 


poor boy is to do the next time an insulin treatment 
jecomes imperative. Is he to be allowed to die be- 
ause neither the county nor the city is willing to 
bear the comparatively slight cost of such treatment? 
Nobody, not even the city or county officials, will be 
willing to say that this should be; and of course it 
will not be. for certainly some way will be found for 
handling the case. 


What will irk the people of the city and the coun- 


ty is that there should be any difficulty whatever 
over such a matter as this. The citizens of either or 
both subdivisions are quite willing to pay the nec- 
;ssary cost, and if the officials cannot get together 
.t is just too bad. Human life is too precious to be 
trifled with in such manner and a continuance of 
such conduct should, and undoubtedly will, result in 
such an outburst of indignation as to cause a speedy 
:ermination of such absurdities.

RELIEF GARDENS. 


T 


HE State of Missouri is* taking a long time view 


of recovery^ While conditions 
have improved 


mmeasurably in every section, particularly in the 
timbering regions of the Ozarks, plans are now on 
foot for the next summer's relief needs. The pro- 
gram calls for community gardens which will supply 
vegetables and green food for a quarter of a million 
people during the next summer and fall, and will 
provide ample supplies for canning. 


All of the work is to be carried on under the su- 


pervision of the state relief administration, which 
lias been given a special allotment 
of $338,000 for 


that purpose. It will be redistributed between sixty- 
two counties to cover the cost of seed, to provide 
tools, and ground. 


The Missouri program calls for gardens of three 


general classes—individual family, group, and com- 
munity. The last type generally will range from sev- 
en to ten acres, although in some' counties much 
larger areas are planned, the largest being 200 acres 
in extent. The whole principle Involves the idea of 
self-support. 


There is in it a plan which should be considered by 


the people of Nebraska.

CUT DOWN OVERPRODUCTION OF BILLS. 
IENATOR NORRIS will find when he arrives in 


> Lincoln to start the ball rolling for his proposal 


to reorganize the legislative branch of the state gov- 
ernment into one body that the plan has plenty of 
support among Nebraska's citizenship. 


The exact form of the measure to be submitted as 


a constitutional amendment for the approval of the 
voters next November is still to be determined. Some 
of the details are of major importance, and others 
less so. Probably the most vital point to be decided 
is that of how many members the new assembly 
shall have. Whether or not their sessions shall be 
limited as to time or allowed to run as long as the 
legislators see fit to continue also calls for consid- 
erable study. 


As a friendly suggestion. The Star would like to 


see Mr. Norris and his confreres engaged In. formu- 
lating the amendment give serious consideration to 
a provision limiting the number of bills which could 
be introduced by any one member. One of the worst 
evils of the existing system is the practice of throw- 
ing in bills of every sort, merely because outsiders 
ask to have them presented, among them many that 
duplicate each other, frequently a solon puts his 
name on a bill and introduces it "by request," al- 
though he personally has no interest in it, just to 
get rid of being pestered by someone who imagines 
he has a mission to save human society from itself, 
or perchance may want an axe ground for him by 
the legislative body. 


If we are to have a unicameral assembly of, per- 


haps. 50 members, a maximum of 250 bills in a single 
session would be ample, this newspaper thinks, to 
provide an abundance of material for its delibera- 
tions and to cover the legitimate field for needed leg- 
islation. That would be five to each member. An 
even smaller number probably would work no hard- 
ship, but might prove beneficial to the state. 


This, of course, would eliminate much "chicken- 


feed" grist from the legislative mill, because no mem- 
ber having projects of importance to submit would 
care to use up his allotment of bills on trivial mat- 
ters. The time of the session would then be devoted 
in the main, to things of serious moment to the peo- 
ple of Nebraska. 


It is to be borne in mind that if any vital subject 


should happen to be overlooked by the 
individual 
solons in making up tIJeir quotas, the governor has 
power under the constitution to cause the presenta- 
tion of a measure bearing thereon.

SLIGHT LEAKAGE OF HEART 


MAY NEVER BE RECOGNIZED 
People frequently are surprised 


to find that they have, as the saying 
goes, leakage of the heart. It may 
be discovered on a life insurance ex-" 
amination or 
o t h er 
routine 


examination, as 
for employment. 
They are sur- 
prised 
because 


they have had no 
symptoms from 
it, no intima- 
tions that any 
such condition 
existed. 
Naturally, also, 
they are quite 
frightened, 
and 
it is not easy to 
reassure them 
And yet the fact 
is there are peo- 
Or Cteadeninc 


pie who have ^ 
leakage of the heart from the time 
of childhood to old age. and "sho 
live out their full expectancy and 
more; without ever hearing from the 
matter at all. 


How can we explain this? 
Well, 


perhaps it can be made clear by a 
diagram and and appeal to the 
simple experience of mechanics. 


The heart has four chambers, and 


the blood moves successively from 
one.of these to the other, and then 
out either into the lungs or into the 
general body circulation. It is pro- 
pelled by the contraction of the 
muscles which form the walls of 
these chambers. Obviously, for me- 
chanical efficiency it is required 
that when the blood moves, it shall 
move in one direction and not back- 
ward. In order to prevent this, 
nature has placed valves between 
the chambers and at the mouths of 
the great blood vessels leading to 
the lungs and to the body circula- 
tion. 


Now, sometimes through disease, 


these valves become shrunken so 
that they do not entirely cover the 
orifice. In that case some of the 
blood will go backwards through 
this opening in the valves. In doing 
so it causes a murmur which can 
be detected and which indicates the 
leakage. 


While this, of couse, destroys the 


arged heart would seem to indicate 
a grave condition when, as a mat- 
er of fact, it is simply a protective 
measure on the part of nature.

Compensation 


Supreme Court Reverses 


Douglas County In 


Harrison Case. 


A wife, even a common law wife, 


is technically living with her hus- 
band even though residing in an in- 
sane asylum at state expense, the 
Supreme court ruled Wednesday in 
reversing a Douglas county District 
court compensation ruling. ' 


The case revolves around 
the 


death of WUlia-n T. Harrison, who 
v.-as smothered under several tons 
of grai nin an accident at the huge 
CargiH elevator near Omaha. At- 
torneys for Anna Harrison asked 
and won a compensation 
award 
against the Cargill company on the 
ground that she was Harrison's 
common law wife. The District 
court, however, vacated the award. 
The Supreme court opinion, writ- 
ten by Judge Rose, twints out the 
common law marriage was valid be- 
cause it was consummated before 
the 1923 statute forbiddine inli- 
censed marriage. The opinion de- 
clares that the fact that the lras- 
band did not actually pay for Mrs. 
Harrison's care at the state hospital 
did not void his oblieatto to sap- 
port her. and that, therefore, she 
is entitled to compensatJon.

Deduction for Depreciation. 


The revenue act provides for "a 


reasonable allowance for the ex- 
haustion, wear and tear of prop- 
erty used in the trade or business, 
including a reasonable allowance 
for obsolescence." For convenience 
such allowance usually is referred 
to as depreciation. 


In claiming a deduction princi- 


ples must be observed. The de- 
duction must be confined to pro- 
perty actually used in trade, busi- 
ness, profession, and to improve- 
ments on real property, other than 
property used by the taxpayer as 
his personal residence. In general, 
it applies to the taxpayer's capital 
assets—buildings, machinery, etc. 
—the cost of which can not be de- 
ducted as a business expense. 


A lawyer, doctor, or other pro- 


fessional man may not charge off 
as a current expense the cost of 
a library used wholly in his profes- 
sion, this being a capital expendi- 
ture and tbe library a capital as- 
set, but he may deduct an allow- 
ance for depreciation baaed upon 
the usefuji life of the library. If 
part of a professional man's resi- 
dence is used by him for 
office 


purposes, a proportionate amount 
of the depreciation sustained may 
be deducted, based generally- on 
the ratio of the number of rooms 
used for such purposes to the total 
number of rooms in the building. 
The same principle applies if a 
taxpayer rents to others a portion 
of his residence. Under such con- 
ditions, however, the taxpayer 
must include in his gross income 
the rentals received.

Made By Homer Earl 


Homer Earl of Lincoln, who was 


active two years ago in attempt- 
ing to reorganize the old progres- 
sive partv in Nebraska and also in 
the unsuccessful effort to obtain a 
legal status lor Coin Harvey's "lib- 
erty party" in Nebraska, will seek 
nomination to congress In the first 
district as a republican this year. 
He paid his $10 filing fee to the 
Lancaster county treasurer Wednes- 
day morning and then delivered it 
to the secretary of state along with 
his signed request to have his name 
printed on the ballot of that party. 


Unless a protest should be pre- 
sented. Secretary of State Swanson 
will list Earl as a republican con- 
gressional 
aspirant, regardless of 


his previous activities. The latter 
has precedent in his favor, as he 
ran for the same office in the re- 
publican pr/nary in 1932. 


Mr. Earl said that he favors con- 
stitutional government and is op- 
posed to the NRA and other poli- 
cies of the national administration 
which he regards as detrimental to 
the country and destructive of pop- 
ular rights. 


He is the only one so far who has 


made a g. o. p. congressional filing 
in the first district One other can- 
didate, H. M Wolfe of University 
Place, has filed for the democratic 
nomination.

Carloads Wheat In 
North Drouth Areas 


The first eight carloads of wheat 
supplied by the federal relief ad- 
ministration for live stock feed in 
north Nebraska has been distributed 
in half a dozen counties, under the 
supervision of W. H. Brokaw, Lin- 
coln, director in charge of this work. 
Most of the grain went to points in 
Cedar, Knox, Boyd, and Keya Paha 
counties, but some was also deliv- 
ered in drouth-strucken communi- 
ties of Wayne and Pierce counties. 


The work is now well organized. 
Mr. Brokaw said, and he expects to 
release 60 to 70 more carloads dur- 
ing the next three weeks. Consider- 
ably more territory will be covered 
during that time. The grain is pur- 
chased as near as possible to th3 
places where It is needed, to avoid 
expense and 
delay of long haul 
shipments.

To Escape War 


Czechoslovakia Foreign 


Minister Offers Views 
of Europe's Outlook.

PRAGUE, Feb. 21—The shrewdest 
foreign minister in central Europe 
believes this old continent has an 
even chance, but no better, to es- 
cape war In the near future. But if 
it does not come within five years, 
he believes it will not come at all. 


Eduard 
Benes, 
co-founder 
of 
Czechoslovakia with President 
Masaryk, is 34 years younger than 
his venerable chief. The president 
says there will be no war because 
"there is no money." but Bef es says 
the chances are lifty-fifty. 
That was his own expression. The 
little man who has made his for- 
eign ministry more important in the 
councils of Europe than the minis- 
ters of much larger states, waggled 
an energetic thumb as he sat at his 
desk an hour before train time fof 
one of his periodic dashes to an al- 
lied capital. He wore a brown 
sweater-vest, and he had a million 
things to do, and generals waited 
in the ante-room, but he smiled, 
said he had plenty of time, and in 
30 minutes summarized his view of 
Europe's future. One felt it was his 
real view. 


Chances 50 Per Cent. 
"I say ft is fifty-fifty," he put 
his fist on the table and waved his 
outstretched thumb. "I am speak- 
ing in terms of five years. I mean 
by that that if the present state of 
national tension that can be ob- 
served now in Germany were to 
continue for five years, then the 
chances of war would be more than 
50 per cent. 


"But political history and the his- 
tory of dictatorships show that this 
sort of national tension is not likely 
to exist for so long. Furthermore, as 
we have seen, dictatorships evolve. 
I ain not so sure that the Germany 
of five years from now will be the 
same Germany it is today. 
"Is it not true, however," I asked, 
"that .experience has shown that 
this sort of political organization, 
invented by Lenin, and taken over 
by Mussolini and Hitler, is the most 
durable form of government that 
has 
been invented 
in 
modern 
times?" 
"How so?" asked the minister. 
"Well, in Russia it Eas survived 


more severe blows than have be- 
fallen any other government: Two 
major famines, a civil war, a war 
of intervention, and a lost national 
war." 
"Yes," agreed M. Benes, "but the 
important aspect of the Russian 
government is the evolution it has 
gone through. Today there is no 
more talk of communism abroad; 
no more agitation, no more of all 
those things that frightened 
the 
outside world most about the soviet 
regime. And that is precisely the 
point I am m^iring about dictator- 
ships, they do evolve. And just be- 
cause they do, I say there is a 
chance that if the war does not 
come within five years, Germany 
may have changed to such an ex- 
tent in her national ambitions and 
in her spirit that war may ulti- 
mately be avoided." 
Asked Abovt Germany. 
"Will Germany be completely re- 
armed within five years ?** 
"That is not so sure," exclaimed 
the minister, pressing down his 
thumb. M. Benes was cautious on 
this point. But he does not believe 
in the possibility of a "preventive 
war." 
"The allied countries,'1 he de- 
clared, "were unprepared for a pre- 
ventive war. They were morally un- 
prepared. Only a few men In the 
allied countries were thus prepared. 
The people were not prepared. So a 
preventive war is out of the ques- 
tion. The only alternative is a more 
effective* united front on the part of 
all the peace loving peoples of 
Europe."
